Fishing 
and Hunting 


By CURTIS SAYRE 
California hunters may go after 
deer and other big game animals 
this season with practically any 
type of rifle they wish, and even 
bows and arrows, says the Divi- 
sion of Fish and Game. 


In the interests of conservation, 
the following arms and ammuni- 
tion have been outlawed for the 
taking of deer,. bear, antelope, 
and elk: 

Shotguns using shot or slugs, 
pistols, rifles using rim-fire car- 
tridges, or bullets using full metal 
| jackets. 

22 Rim Fire Illegal 

Muzzle-loaders, .22s and foreign 
firearms are legal, as long as they 
do not violate the above restric- 
tions. Only limitation for bow and 
arrow hunters afield during the 
special 10-day archery deer seasons 
is that arrowhead blades must be 
not less than %-inch wide. 

California's first 1949 special 
archery deer hunting season be- 
gins one half hour before sunrise 
Monday, July 25, ending August 3, 
reports the Division of Fish and 
Game. 





Special Tags Required 

Bow and arrow hunters, equip- 
ped with archery hunting licenses 
and special deer tags, may take 
two bucks in the central and south 
coastal areas, except San Diego 
County, during the 10-day season. 

The second 10-day archery ses- 
sion begins September 3 in the 
balance of the State, including San 
Diego County. 

No archery hunting is permitted 
during the regular deer seasons, 
which open three days following 
the close of bow and arrow 
periods in each section. Arrow- 
head blades must be not less than 
75-inch wide.

from $1 to $2 has passed the U.

Summertime means beachtime to many motor- 
ists and Southern Californians are indeed for- 
tunate in having numerous stretches of some 
of the world’s finest bathing beaches at their 
disposal. This week’s tour along the South- 
land’s west-coast shoreline points out a varied 
assortment of popular seashore havens and al- 
lows ample opportunity for a refreshing dip in 
the surf if one so desires. 








1. Approaching the beach area via Sunset Boule- 
vard, the course passes by Will Rogers State Park, 
home of the late humorist, and the luxurious estate 
sections of Bel Air and Pacific Palisades. As one 
sw rings down out of the scenic Santa Monica moun- 
tains, many magnificent sea views are visible from 


2. A short distance north of Castle Rock County 
Beach is the famed Hollywood beach colony of 
Malibu. Nearby is the popular mineral bathing 
resort of Seminole Hot Springs and the picturesque 
mountain community surrounding Malibu Lake... 


In contrast with the restfulness of the more 
southerly seashore towns are the gay amusement 
centers at Ocean Park and Santa Monica. Many of 
the concessions remain open throughout the year 
and fun-seeking crowds swarm over the piers in all 
seasons.
